Investigators to Determine 
Whether Farmers or Deal- 
ers Are Responsible 
for Adulterations. 


THEN PUNISH THE'GUILTY

Ultimate Aim Will Be to Give 
Chicago an Ample Supply 
of the Highest 
Quality. 


A searching investigation is about to be 
made into the condition of the milk supply 
of Chicago. It will have the purpose of 
determining in what proportion the dairy 
farmer and the distributer are responsible 
for the adulterations found daily by the city 
health department. 

The causes of the present conditions having 

been determined, a campaign of education, 
flavored with judicious prosecutions will be 
waged to remove those causes permanently, 
and raise the milk supply of the city to a 
high standard of purity. : 
If the fault is found to lie with the farmers, 
as the retailers claim in their defense, they 
will be dealt with in a manner that will 
cause them to produce and handle milk under 
conditions that will assure its freedom from 
adulteration and infection. If the fault lles 
with the retailers, a similar course will be 
followed with them. 


Retailers Want an Inquiry. 


The latest volunteers to the campaign are 
the retailers themselves, who yesterday de- 
manded of the state food commission that 
it assist them fn tracing adulterations found 
by the city tnspectors to their sources. 

The South Side Milk Dealers’ association 
is the pioneer in this phase of the move- 
ment, and other associations of retailers are 
expected to follow suit. The south side asso- 
clation has a membership of 200 retailers, 
and at a meeting yesterday it selected one of 
its members to represent it in. the pure milk 
crusade. 

In addition to this movement of the city 
dealers to trace the source of impure milk 
another agency is preparing to undertake

* “We are here to protect the consumer 
against you,”’ was in effect the answer made 
by the health department yesterday to the 
‘plaint of retailers that they were unjustly 
prosecuted. ‘It is your business to see to it 
that you get good milk from the farmer.” 

“That is what we are organized for,”’ said 
John J. Sweeney, the business agent who 
headed the committee of retailers. “ Where 
can we get protection from the farmer? We 
have to take the milk he sends us without 
knowing whether it is good or not. If it is 
poor then we are fined, or, what costs us 
more than a $50 fine, our names are pub- 
lished in the newspapers. If the retailers 
are doctoring the milk we want to know it, 
but we cannot know that without having 
traced adulterated milk to its source.” 

“The state food commission can help you 
there,’’ was the answer. 

Sweeney then led his committee ‘to the 
offices of the state food commission and laid 
his grievance before Assistant Commissioner 
R. M. Patterson. Sweeney had worked out 
a plan which contemplates a milk bureau at 
which the quality of the milk shipped by the 
different farmers may be recorded. He pro- 
posed that the state board undertake such a 
bureau, 

Will Keep a Record. 


Although the rules of the commission for- 
bid its agents from stamping any article of 
food as *‘ pure,’’ Mr. Patterson thought such 
records might be kept in a negative man- 
ner, it being understood that where no rec- 
crd was announced the product was pure. 
Only in instances where impurities were 
found could a positive record be made. 

The work of the business agent as out- 
lined by the retailers’ association is to trace 
adulterations from the point of discovery 
on a city delivery wagon, back to the point 
at which the adulterations were made. 
Sweeney's plans for this work, as he out- 
lined them, met with the approval of both 
the health department and the state board. 


‘Duplicate Samples to Be Taken. 


Sweeney will accompany city inspectors 
and take duplicate samples of milk to be 
tested. He may have his sample tested by 
an: independent analysis and compare re- 
sults with those of the city analyst. 

No retailer of his organization, Sweeney 
said, would complain of the report of the 
city analyst after both tests had shown 
adulterations. Having found adulterations 
in the milk offered for sale by the retailer, 
Sweeney will ascertain the name of the 
farmer who supplied the milk, and will de- 
mand of the’state commission that tests be 
made of the farmer's supply. Here, also, 
duplicate samples will be taken and dupli- 
cate tests made. | 

Has Confidence in Farmers. 
While willing to codperate with the retail- 
ers’ association in its plans, Assistant Com- 
missioner Patterson was not ready to ad- 
mit that the farmers were the greatest of- 
fenders. He cited the results of tests re- 
cently made by his commission in s rt 
ef his confidence in the farmers. Here are 
some of the results quoted: 

Thirteen samples of milk were taken by 
inspectors from dairies at Cortland, De Kalb 
county, on Aug. 11, and when analyzed were 
found to be of legal de. In eight sam- 
ples taken from the milk of these producers 
when found in the wagons of Chicago re- 
tailers two were adulterated. | 

Out of 245 samples taken from dairies in 
several localities six were found to be adul- 
terated. These dairies were located in four- 
teen different towns on all sides of Chicago.

Gigantic Combine. 


SHOPS IN ALL BIG CITIES. 


One Hundred Places in Greater New 
York to Be First Move. 


New York, Aug. 14.—[Special.]—The latest 
thing in trusts is to be known as the 
‘United Tailors.”” Charles M. Schwab's 
millions are behind the scheme, which will 
be launched in this city one week from to- | 
morrow. The headquarters of the new con- 
cern will be at 8 Union square, in the bulli- 
ing formerly occupied by the Union Square | 
bank, Five branch stores already have 
been leased in various parts of Manhattan, 
and the projectors say that within thirty 
days their stores will be in operation inlarge 
cities all over the country. | 

The United Tailors will have the same re- 
lation to the custom tailoring trade that 
the United Cigar Stores do to the retail 
cigar and tobacco business. 


Big Contracts Are Closed. 

The facts came out when P. A. Schwab, an 
uncle of the former steel trust president, and 
David J. Welch, for many years prominent in 
the woolen industry, began closing contracts 
on @ mammoth scale. The branch stores al- 
ready leased will be open and ready for busi- 
ness simultaneously with the Union square 
headquarters on Aug. 22. 

It is intended to increase the number of 
stores in Greater New York to 100 as fast as 
the property can be leased and equipped, and 
to extend the business as quickly as possible 
to every city in the union of 25,000 or more in- 
habitants. In two years time the trust ex- 
pects to have a chain of stores that will give 
employment to half a million men. As soon 
as possible it will own its own mills for the 
manufacture of cloth, both here and abroad. 
At present it has contracted for the output of 
one mill in Massachusetts and is negotiating

Will Educate Its Workers. 

A great central school will be established 
in New York, at which cutters, trimmers, and 
salesmen will be taught, and then sent out 
through the country to the branches where 
their services may be required. The educa- 
tional idea emanated with former President 
Schwab, who says that it is just as necessary 
to educate your own men in the tailoring 
business as it is to teach steél workers their 
trade. 

The formation of the new trust was pro- 
posed to Charles M. Schwab by his uncle 
and Mr. Welch over ayearago. At that time 
he decided that his work in connection with 
the steel trust was too héavy to permit him 
to assume a task which {nvodlved so much 
detail in its plans. When he decided to re- 
sign the presidency of the Steel corporation 
he accepted the responsibility and hard work 
attached to the new combination. A ma- 
jority of the details will be worked out by 
Mr. Schwab at his office, 71 Broadway. 

Mr. Weich said this evening: “‘ Every in-

Battle by Rounds. 


ROUND ONE—They snook hands per- 
functorily, then came to the center, Jeff- 
ries feinting and Corbett stepping lively. 
Jeffries swung his left oyer Jim’s head. 
Jim came in quickly to a clinch and they 
were slow about breaking. Jeffries put 
a light left to Jim's ribs and they refused 
to break. Jim put a right over the heart 
and they clinched. Corbett staid close in 
and puta hard short arm right on the 
bedy. They were exceedingly careful in 
tlie break. Jeffries forced his man across 
the ring and put a left light on the body. 
{t was noticed that Corbett did little foot 
sork, but staid close in and put two rights 
solidly over the heart. Jeffries missed a 
right for the body, but put it on the chest 
lightly. As they broke Corbett quickly 
landed a right to the heart. Jeffries 
laughingly remarked: “Ah.” The first 
round indicated that Jeffries was fast and 
that Corbett did not do any fancy work. 


Corbett Complains of Holding. 

ROUND TWO—Jeffries came up quick- 
ly, missed a left for the head, and they 
came toa clinch. They would rot break, 
Jim claiming Jeffries was holding on. In 
the break Jeffries swung a left on the back 
of the head lightly. Corbett had failed 
thus far to land a single left hand blow. 
He attempted it at this stage, but wastoo 
close in. Jeffries forced him to the ropes, 
coming dangerously near the jaw with a 
left hook. They immediately came into 
a clinch, in the break of which Corbett 
hooked a smashing left to the jaw. Cor- 
bett sent in left and right to the body, but 
got a left hook on the head. Jeffriescame 
on quickly, but Corbett clinched. Cor- 
bett sent in a peculiar right hand half 
upper cut for the jaw, but was a trifle 
low. They fought carefully to the end. 
Corbett has shown little, speed so far, 
while Jeffries has shown improvement in 
epeed and cleverness. 


Rough It in the Third. 


ROUND THREE—Both came to the 
center, Jeffries missing a left and Cor- 
bett clinching. Jeffries hooked a left to 
the neck and Corbett jolted him over the 
ribs with a shortright. Corbett increased 
in speed and had to run to avoid a rush. 
He turred quickly and put a right over 
the heart hard. There was a lot of clinch- 
ing, neither man taking a chance in the 
break. Jeffries barely missed a right for 
Corbett’s jaw and roughed him in the 
clinch. There was a lot of hooting from 
the galleries. Jeffries forced his man, 
fighting fiercely. Corbett began using a 
left. hook on the jaw, landing it three 
times, and following with a left to the 
stomach. The blow did not hurt Jeffries 
and he only smiled and forced his man 
about the ring.

ROUND FOUR—Jeffries went after

, ter's most solid efforts in this direction never 
threatened Jeff, although a few of the right 
vhand uppercuts seemed to shake the giant 
considerably. It was a simple case of one 
‘man who knew he hed nothing to fear from 
the other, and went about his business as if 
he were on dress parade, while his opponent 
Was carefully. guarding every vulnerable 
part. This may partly explain why Jeffries 
was so fast and clever when compared to 
Corbett. A man is much cleverer and faster 
when he has nothing to fear from his oppo- 
nent, and Jeffries certainly had nothing to 
ceter him from fighting as he pleased tonight. 


One Arm Work in Clinches. 


In the second they indulged in~one arm | 
work in clinches, in which Corbett'’s short 
blows worked to better advantage. in the 
Jong. arm work thus early in the game Jeff 
showed his superiority. This may be ac- 
counted for by the fact that Corbett was 
careful and had not sized up his opponent 
right. He evidently was fighting along the 
lines mapped out by Ryan or else was trying 
to show Jeff and the crowd that he was fully 
capable of roughing it with the big fellow, 
for rough it he did. He would throw in 
his entire left shoulder after every left hand 
Jead and then pull and push withthe big 
fellow until Graney would finally walk be- 
tween them. It was also noticeable in these 
clinches that Corbett compelled Jeffries to 
waste the rrost strength. But thelatter had 
@ surplus of this commodity. 


Riles the Chempion. 


The ex-champion worked the shoulder game 
to perfection in the third round and bumped 
‘the champion hardand often. This evidently 
riled the mpion, as he also worked his 
shoulder, dnd not only that, but roughed it 
so strongly in the clinches that the crowd 
yelled foul at this and his ome arm work, 
while Corbett had his left glove securely 
tucked away under his own right arm. The 
crowd evidently thought Jeff was holding 
with this arm while whaling away with his 
right, but he was not and was living strictly 
up to the rules by hitting with one arm while 
his opponent was holding his other member. 
It was the ‘' mugging ’’ and roughing with the 
palm of the hand and the elbows that the 
referee took exception to and warned the 
men about. 


Jeffries Good at Long Range. 

This rourd was the fastest thus far in the 
fight. Corbett was shifting his head with 
dexterity. When a drive came for his body 
he would squirm out of its way. and when 
Jeff changed to his head he would get under 
it. At long distance, however, the big féllow 
putjabbed and outboxed him. He led left 
after left, and most of them found their in- 
tended mark—Corbett’s face. Corbett stood 
to his guns and triad his best at this kind of 
work, but no trick he could work enabled him | 
to break even with Jeffries at this kind of 
daittie, 


“Come On, You Big Duffer!” 
Corbett took so many wallops about the 
head that in the seventh round, while in a 
elinch, he turned to a friend and yelled, ‘‘ He 
can’t knock me out. Come on, you big 
duffer,’’ and then started the first slugging 
~bee in which he held his own. Jeff seemed 
to lose his temper for a moment, but, evi- 
dently cautioned from his corner, he again 
eettied and started walking after his man. 


Jeffries’ Glove Bursts. 


It was seen the big fellow did not run at 
his man tonight, as he did at Coney Island, 
when Corbett staid with him for twenty- 
three rounds. 

“When Jeff knocked Corbett down in the 
fourth the gallery thought Corbett’s finish 
was in plain view. In this round Jeffries’ left 
giove burst. and when he cama.to his corner 
a captain of police jumped info his corner 
and above the protestations of Jeff’s seconds 
forced him to change the glove for a new one. 
While this operation was being carried on 
the gong sounded for the beginning of the 
fifth. but Referee Graney signaled Corbett 
to stay in his corner, and the extra half- 
minute consumed fastening the glove was a 
great relief and a heaven sent gift to Cor- 
bett.

Receipts Are $63,000. 


There were 10,669 people in the house. The 
receipts footed up $63,000, of which $33,000 
went to the winner and $11,000 to the loser, 
and $19,000 to the club.. It was the largest 
crowd and the largest receipts in the history 
of pugilism in San Francisco. 


Results in Preliminaries. 

The first prelminary, a ten round bout be- 
tween Frank Smith of Los Angeles and 
Harry Sheridan of San Rafael, resulted ina 
draw. Participants in the second preliminary 
were hustled into the ring immediately after 
the initial event. This was a six round bout 
between Jack Evans and James Fairbanks, 
both of San Francisco, and resulted in a vic- 
tory for Evans by the knockout route in the 
second round. 


Sixty Thousand Dollar House. 


Being one of the best fight towns in the 
country, San Francisco has seen such battles 


Jeffries and Fitz, and Young Corbett and 
Terry McGovern, but the crowd that greeted 
Jeff and Corbett tonight surpassed in num- 
bers and enthusiasm any that was ever gath- 
ered together for any sporting event in this 
country. The great Mechanics’ pavilion, as 
arranged for the fight tonight, holds 8,000 
persons, but at least 3,000 more were wedged 
into the gallery and into additional seats that 
had been built at the rear of the hall to ac- 
conrmodate the pressing demand for more 
seats. 

The gate money was $50.000 for regular 
sales, with at least $10,000 additional for pre- 
miums paid by late comers. This beats all 
records for fight houses in San Francisco, the 
largest previous house being $32,000, when 
Jeff met Fitz last year. 

Box seat8S sold for $20, $15. and $10, and 
seats ranged from $7.50 to $5, with $3 for 
general admission to the gallery. Many 
sports who were late paid as high as $40 for 
box seats, and no seats were) sold the final 


day without premiums. ; 


Description of the Hall. 

The Mechanics’ pavilion is @ huge, barn- 
like structure which occupiés half a city 
block on Larkin street, facing the city hall. 
The two ends have been closed in with 
boards, leaving an enormous hall, with 
lofty, vaulted ceiling. In the center of this 
hall, raised about six feet from the floor, 
Was the twenty-four foot ring. Above it 
were arranged in the form of a square 
twelve powerful electric lights that certain- 
ly discounted the poet's “ fierce light that 
beats upon the throne.” By lowering the 
lights in other parts of the house, this threw 
the ring into as great prominence as a stage 
under the most powerful caleium. 

In the first row about the ring were seats 
for the working press and telegraph oper- 
ators, while immediately back of these were 
box seats in which were well known sports. 


- Noted Sporting Men Present. 
Among prominent eastern sporting men 
seen at the ringside were “ Parson” Davies 
and “ Solly " Shoup of New York, Fred Bul-

Big Crowd Is Orderly, 
There was less trouble in handling the big 
crowd than has been experienced on similar 
occasions. An unusually large force of police 
was on hand distributed on the outside at 
the doors and throughout the pavilion. A 
force of efficient ushers promptly conducted. 
the ticket holders to their seats. 
At 9 o’clock Captain of Police Mooney en- 
tered the ring and had Billy Jordan announce 
that not until every man holding a ticket was 
seated would the big contest go on. This 
announcement was greeted with cheers and 
the few who had not already found their 
places were quickly seated. 
It was one of the most orderly crowds that 
ever gathered in the big pavilion. This may 
be accounted for by the fact that it was a 
“high priced” crowd. 


Betting Is Light. 

Betting on the fight was slow from the out- 
set and even at the ringside veteran sports 
showed no inclination to put up anything 
on the short end. All day at Harry Corbett’s 
poolroom some small bets were made by 
pikers at 9 to 5. No large bets were made 
and the odds did not fluctuateall day. There 
Was a rumor late In the evening that Cor- 
bett money was coming in in large wads, but 
San¢y Griswold of Omaha deciared the tin 
was without foundation.

LOUIS A. SEEBERGER CRITICISES 
ASSESSORS’ FIGURES. 


Former President of Real Estate Board 
Advises That New Schedules Be. 
Threwn Aside and That the Basis 

Adopted by Reviewers Last Year Be 

Restered—Says That Only in a Few 

Places De Conditions Warrant an In- 

crease—Reply by W.H. Weber. 


If the board of review were to take the 
advice af Louis A. Seeberger, former presi- 
dent of the real estate board, it would “‘ wipe 
out the assessment of the board of assessors 
on real estate and restore the reviewers’ 


figures of 1902.” 

Mr. Seeberger’s criticism was expressed to 
one of the reviewers in a communication and 
caused a storm of protests from the as- 


sessors. 

“If I were a real estate man I'd talk just 
like Mr. Seeberger does,’’ said W. H. Weber 
of the board of assessors. ‘“‘ But I am an 
assessor and look at the matter from a dif- 
ferent angle. Mr. Seeberger has made sev- 
eral mistakes in his data. He says that the 
increase in the downtown district Is 20 per 


cent over last year’s figures.. He will find 
by comparison that the assessment this year 
in that district is practically what the re- 
viewers put it at last year.” 


Seeberger Analyses Figures. 

The analysis of the assessment made by 
Mr. Seeberger is as follows: 

The increase in the downtown district, amount- 
ing to an average of 20 per cent, is not justified 
by the general situation. There are certain prop- 
erties, the retail district in State street for ex- 
ample, that will stand it, but taking the district 
as a whole it will work an injustice. I believe, 
however, there has been an improved condition, 
and an advance of 10 per cent over the board of 
review's figures for 1902 is advisable. 

West town—In looking over the assessment on 
property in my care I find a heavy advance for 
which there is no excuse. The real estate market 
Was never quieter than at present, and when 
property is sold it is apt to go for the same prices 
that ruled when we were supposedly at the bot- 
tom of the panic. 

South town-—I can see no reason for humping 
values in the south town. While I believe it is in 
better condition as a whole than the west town, 
it has simply maintained the relative position that 
existed four years ago. 

bake View—I have had occasion to make a num- 
ber of valuations in this town fn the last four 
years, and have found the taxes low, and I have 
an impression that this town is lower in compar- 
Ison to the other towns. 

HyGe Park—In valuing property for purposes 
of a loan I have found in spots indications of low 
valuations under previous assessments)» In other 
sections taxation is on full value, indicating the 
need for painstaking revision of the town. The 
advance made this year by the assessors will prob- 
ably serve to bring the low spots up to where 
they ought to be, but it applies also to the high 
spots, and the result in taxation will be unjust. 
For example, in Michigan avenue, near Forty-thtrd 
street, several pieces are offered in the market at 
$150 per foot, with exceedingly slow sale. The 
assessment was on a basis of $200 a foot. 

If it can be done, the best way out of the muddle 
is to wipe out the assessment of the board of as- 
sessors and restore your board’s figures of 1902. 


Basis of West Town Reduction. 


It was announced yesterday that the hori- 
zontal reduction on land values in that part 
of the west town north of Twelfth and west 
of Halsted street would be made on the 
basis of 30 per cent on residence and 20 per 
cent on other classes of property.

MAY BAR WOMEN FROM CHOIRS. 


Pope Pius X. Known to Favor Return 
by “Churches to Music of 
Middle Ages. 


A report reached Chicago yesterday that 
Pope Pius X. contemplates abolishing sing- 
ing by women in all Roman Catholic choirs. 
While the rumor is not officially confirmed 
color is lent to it by the new pontiff’s well 
known views on church music. The Gregori- 
an chant is iis favorite form of devotional 
music. Bight. years ago, as Cardinal Sarto 
of Venice, he‘ issued a pastoral in which he 
deprecated “the light, trivial, scenic, and - 
profane music common in many churches,” 
the use of masical instruments not suited to 
a sacred plage, and especially the presence 
of women in the choirs, | 

He argued for the restoration of the Gre- 
gorian chant as:it.was used in the church 
service during'‘the middle age. 

*“ The idea of mulling out female voices from: 
choirs has been, discussed periodically,”’ said 
Chancellor F.+J. Barry, “and of course it 
is possible thag the pope may cause it to be 
done at last. But it is not probable that he 
nee ordered smch a thing. It would be more 
likely that he' would suggest the change in a 
letter to the church at large. Certainly noth- 
ing official has been heard from Rome bear- 
ing on the master.” 

“We coulda’t get along without female 
voices,’’ said the Rev. Hugh McGuire of 8t. 
James’, “and it is not likely that the pope 
would institute such a departure without 
submitting the proposition to all the arch- 
bishops of the worid.”’

| LIFE TERM GIVEN EACH. 


Both Convicted of the Murder of J. B. 
Marcum—One Juror Prevents the In- 
fliction of the Death Penalty. 


Cy nthiana, Ky., Aug. 14.—Curtis Jett and 
Thomas White today were found guilty of 
the murder of J. B. Marcum at Jackson May 
4 and sentenced for life. At their trial held 
in Jackson last ‘month one juror hung the 
jury to the last on the question of guilt, and 
this time one juror hung the jury for twen- 
ty-four hours on the question of sentence. 

The first ballot was 11 to 1 for conviction 
of both defendants and the second was 
unanimous for both. The first ballot on the 
sentence was 7 for death and 5 for life im- 
prisonment. The separate ballots on Jett's 
case etood 11 for hanging and 1 for life sen- 
tence, and this result was not changed in 
subsequent votes, Jasper King, ex-deputy 
sheriff, voting alone untill a compromise was 
reached for life sentence for both.

TO BEGIN TODAY. 


Considerable Ceremony Will 


Mark Issuing of Order . 


from War Department. 


MUCH BENEFIT EXPECTED 


Gen. Young Surrenders Miles’ 


‘Old Rank—Meat Shipments to 
Germany Drop One-Half.

GENERAL ARMY STAFF—War department will 
issue formai order today bringing the staff tnto 
existence. Considerable ceremony probably will 
mark the event.

Washington. D. C.. Aug. 14.—[ Special. j—By 
direction of Secretary Reot an order will be 
issued by the war department tomorrow 
formally bringing into existence the general 
army staff. Gen. S. B. M. Young, the chief 
of staff, will assume the command and re- 
linquish the office of commanding genera! of 
the army, which he has held since the re- 
tirement of Gen. Miles, a period of five days. 
The latter office will no longer exist and the 
duties will be transfdrred., 

Secretary Root and army officers expect 
the army to be greatly benefited by the 
change. The duties of the general staff will 
be to prepare plans for national defense 
and for the mobilization of military forces 
during time of war. All staff departments 
are to be placed under the jurisdiction of the 
chief of staff, and his duties arid those of his 
subordinates are to be to bring about har- 
monious action between the staff bureaus, 
with a view to securing the best service and 
avoiding the mistakes which characterized 
the Spanish war. 

The staff will consist of one Hentenant gen- 
eral, one major general, one brigadier gen- 
eral, four colonels, six lleutenant colonels. 
twelve m@jors, and twenty captains, forty- 
five officers in all. ‘They will serve on the 
staff for four years, except in the case of the 
general officers, after which they will return 
to the branch of the service from which they 
were taken... 


There wil) be considerable ceremony upon 


the inauguration of the general staff. All 
the officers on duty will be instructed to wear 
full dress uniforms and call on the chief of 
staff to pay their respects. After these 
formalities have been carried out there may 
be a formal meeting of the staff. This will 
take place In the room at army headquar- 
ters formerly used by Gen. Miles as his pri- 


| moved into the office which 
had been used by Gen. Corbin for years, and 
where many ‘Important, interesting, and 
heartbreaking scenes of the Spanish war 
occurred.

BATTLESHIP IS BADLY BROKEN. 


Stated at Bar Harbor That Fifteen Holes 
Were Made in Bottom Plates and 
Part of Rudder Is Gone. 


Bar Harbor, Me., Aug. 14.—It was declared 
today that the battleship Massachusetts, 
which sustained serious damage by striking 
the pinnacle of Egg Rock, has had fifteen 
holes broken in the bottom and that a part 
of the.rudder is gone. 

It is also said that the water in the center 
of the ship has rendered the machinery use- 
less, and in all probability it wiN have to be 
towed to drydock. The wrecking tugs which 
are expected had not arrived tonight.

She identified 
both men as her assailants, and a mob tried 
to hang both of them but the sheriff suc- 
ceeded in taking his prisoners to Moultrie. 


Mob Law Imperils Lynching. 

Chautauqua, N. , Aug. 14.—[Special.]— 
Chief Justice Lord of the Delaware Supreme 
court in an address before the Chautauqua 
assembly today characterized the mob spirit 
as perhaps the most dangérous evil which 
confronts the government. Among other 
striking things he said: 


“ The effect of mob violence upon society © 


is startling. It resolves society into original 
lawlessness and substitutes brute force for 
law and pasgion and vengeance for justice. 
It gives society over to be the most degraded 
and criminal classes. It makes every mob 
member, when a human life is taken, a mur- 
derer, as Judge Brewer has well declared, 
and Mable to be tried and convicted for that 


eason Against the Rep ublic. 

viofence Is deadly treason against 
‘our government, which grants larger liberty 
to the indivi@ual and protection to life, lib- 
erty, and property than other govern- 
ment in the-history of mankind. 

Mob violence does not prevent the repeti- 
tion of the ¢rime so avenged. Such savage 
punishment«arouses the spirit it is intended 
to repress. In the lurid light of the burning 
victim others of his class see him as a martyr. 
The spirit of vengeance is aroused in them, 
and with a wild, fierce, unreasoning madness 
they hasten to repeat his crime in.order to 
revenge hi The work of the mob in such 
case not onfy brands the state and the nation 
‘with indelible disgrace, but tends to multiply 
crime, and-if the question wt.color or race 
happens to_be involved 
‘hatred and Face war. 


| Courts’ Delay No Excuse. 

“The claim that because courts in any 
case refuse to railroad’ the criminal to the 
gallows theré is an excuse for brutal lynch- 
ing is not worthy of consideration before 
intelligent . people. The murderers them- | 
selves, and blatant demagogues who may 
have incited them to murder, may seek such 
excuse for their acts; but they, like the 
ostrich fleeing for shelter, only bury their 
heads in the sand and leave the body of 
their sin exposed. 

“The effect, therefore, of’ mob rule may 
be summarized as follows: 

"1. It brutalizes the individual man. 

“9 It destroys free government. 

“8. It increases crime. _ 

“One cure for mob law unquestionably Is 
the fearless defense of the accused by his 
keeper. I am not sure that this course is 
always wise and best. There may be cases 
and circumstances that would require other 
treatment, but that the rule above laid down 
is a safe one in the main cannot be doubted. 


Remedy a Simple One. 

“ Outside of violence the remedy, in my 
judgment, is that the peeple shall be taught’ 
in season and out of season that our safety 
as a people lies in implicit obedience to the 
law. 

* T have no fear for our future if this lesson 
is well learned and practiced. The law at 


times seems to be slow, but like the mills of 


the gods the law moves on surely and in the 
end grinds wonderfully fine. Let public sen- 
timent be but aroused and we are safe. My 
faith in the people is abiding.’

The apectacie of a few of the Danville rioters 
in the penitentiary will be most instructive. 
It will be to the credit of the county and the 


state. 


SLAG CEMENT. 

One is not surprised to learn that the Ger- 
mans have a process of manufacturing Port- 
land cement out of blast furnace slag. Long 
ago the Germans learned how to make fuel 
out of a kind of black dust that Americans 
would hardly regard as decent refuse. 
Later they began to exploit their device of 
making cattle feed out of the “* melasse ” 
which is left when you have taken the sugar 
out of beets. You can’t squeeze so much 
out of anything that when the German 
comes arong he will not be able to give it 
one squeeze more. If Pharaoh had been 
employing Germans instead of Jews he 
would have heard no complaints about the 
difficulty of making bricks without straw. 
A German would have set his wits to work 
and got up a formula. 

The great achievement of the nineteenth 
céntury, remarked a university professor 
not long ago, is the way in which the Ger- 
mans have put the thumb screws on nature 
and forced it to tell. In this country nature 
has been so kindly and so lavish that we 
have had to do nothing but hold out our 
hands. “We have not been obliged to make 
Portland cement out of blast furnace slag, 
or fuel out of black dust, or cattle feed out 
of mélasse. We have wallowed and wel- 
tered in nature’s own finished products and 
have just reached out and grabbed. When 
we can’t reach ont and grab any longer we. 
shall really have to set our wits to work. 


PANAMA TREATY IN A BAD WAY. 

_ It is reported that the Colombian congress 
has practically killed the canal treaty by 
amending it in such a way that the United 
States senate cannot possibly accept the 
changes. If this be true the whole Panama 
project appareutly will have to lapse. 

If no arrangement can be made with 
Colombia the president, under the law, must 
turn to Nicaragua and Costa Rica and try 
to arrange for a by the Nicaragtan 
route. + it will bea long time at best 
before actual work on an interoceanic cana! 
by that route can be begun. An agreement 
must first-be-drawn up satisfactory to those 
two Central American states, which must 
later be ratified by the United States sen- 
ate. All that will take time. 

The Nicaraguan canal will be 186 miles 
long, as against the Pavama’s forty-nine; 
it will take steamers thirty-three hours to 
traverse it, as against twelve for the Pana- 
ma; ships passing through will have to be 
elevated by a system of huge locks to a 
height of 110 feet above sea level, whereas 
the Panama canal could be cut through all 
the way at grade, with no complicated 
mechanism to get out of order or to be put 
out of order by an enemy. Furthermore, 
the Nicaraguan route passes through the 

. heart of one of the world’s volcanic centers. 
Active volcanoes are in sight of it. Even 
ou the supposition that none of the smok- 
ing terrors should ever explode and an- 
nibHate in a minute’s time the work of years 
and the value of hundreds of millions of 
dollars, it is believed that no masonry could 
long withstand the minor earthquakes and 

: vibrations te which the surrounding country 
is continually subjected. 

For these reasons the Panama route has 
bees deemed superior by government ex-. 
perts. The selection of a route slower, 
longer, less secure will mean a perpetual 
impost levied anew each year, and increas- 

ing with cumulative. effect ag traffic in-- 

creases, against the commerce of the world. 

And yet there may be no alternative be- 


atall. Ifa successful combination has been 
effected against the Panama canal by those 
Colombian congressmen whose unbalanced 
jealousy of the United State# clouded their

THE RISK CONTRACTORS RUN. 

The board of local improvenients says 
that combines have put up the prices of pav- 
ing materials of all kinds until they are al-. 
most prohibitory. The board hardly feels 
itself justified in taxing property owners 
for street improvements when they are com- 
pelled to pay so much more than they ought 
to for the work. There are a great many ' 
streets which need paving sadly, and prop- 
erty owners would be glad to have them at-. 
tended to if prices were not so outrageous. 
Here is a case where combines are blocking 
public improvements. 

Usually no great harm is done by a delay 
in the laying of a pavement. Generally itis 
different with a sewer. - It, like a new pave- 
ment, adds to the value of property, but it 
does more than that. It is.a health agent. 
It diminishes mortality. A delay in the con- 
struction of a sewer may have serious con- 
sequences. Sewer work is made more ex- 
pensive by combines. There is an agree- 
ment between the organized contractors and 
the organizéd workmen which prohibits 
open bidding and has advanced prices. A 
contractor who refuses to join the pool, who 
bids for sewer work and gets contracts be- 
cause his prices are reasonable, can get no 
men to work for him. The labor union, by 
agreement, boycotts him. He is obliged to 
throw up his contracts. Some man in the 
combine gets the work and the property 
owners have to pay higher and unjust as- 
sessinents, 
Deo the contractors who form pools to 
fleéce property owners stop to think of the 
outcome of their policy? The arbitrary and 
dictatorial methods of public utilities cor- 
porations, such as street railroads and tele- 
phone companies, are largely responsible 
for the popular demand for the municipal 
ownership and operation of street railroads 
and gas plants. The conspiracies and exac- 
tions of contractors for local public works 
will have the same effect. There will bea 
popular demand that middlemen who are 
making too much money at the expense of 
the public and who are hindering the con- 
struction of sewers and pavements be 
brushed on one side and the city do the work 
itself. 

It will be a much easier matter for the 
city to start a brick making plant of its own, 
make all the sewer brick it needs, and hire 
directly the men to dig the sewer and lay the 
brick than it will be to get hold of a street 
railroad system. The city has tried the ex- 
periment of direct employment on the south 
side intercepting sewer and it has been more 
of a success than many thought it would be. 

If the city were to ask the genera! assem- 
bly for authority to build sewers and school-: 
houses, and to establish a paving plant and 
lay pavements, the authority would be 
granted with little demur. Irritated prop- 
erty owners are suré to demand thatthe 
fequest be made and the contractors who 
have been fattening on them be driven out of 
business if the cost of improvements paid 
for-by special assessments is to be advanced 
year after year by contractors’ combines 
strengthened by alliances with labor unions. 

The direct employment system has its 
grave defects. It is lacking in efficiency and 
economy. Under the contract system— 
when there is competition—better and 
cheaper work is done than a city is capable 
of, but the adoption of the direct employ- 
ment system certainly will be asked for if 
the exactions of middlemen continue, pre- 
cisely as municipal ownership is asked for 
because of the arrogance or extortion of 
public utilities corporations. The people 
will say “the London county council has 
put up buildings and made improvements 
without using contractors. Why cannot 
Chicago do it?’ The argument may be a 
faulty one, but it will have foree with many. 


STABILITY OF INVESTMENTS. 
Judge Grosscup spoke at Dixon day be- 
fore yesterday on his favorite topic. It is 
the necessity for making investments in the 
securities of corporations safe, so that 
workingmen and others of small means may 
be induced to invest their sayings in them 


banks. 
unless the industrial and othér great cor- 


porations are popularized in this way they 
will be exposed to a growing and dangerous 
feeling of hostility. 

Since Judge Grosscup st discussed the 
subject there has been a great fall in the 
prices of securities, which has made it 
easier for workingmen with savings to buy 
them, but which has probably added to their 
unwillingness to do sa, and has caused those 
who have invested, to regret their action. 
Last year men in the employ of the United 
States Steel corporation were given an op- 
portunity to buy its stock at es Which at 
the time seemed quite favorablétothem. A 
number accepted the offer. Their stock 
now sells for less than they paid forit. Al- 
though there has been no let up in dividends 
they probably feel that they made a bad 
bargain. 

The workingman or any small saver of 
earnings asks that his investments be se- 
cure and stable. Hee likes the savings bank 
because his little deposits are certain to 
grow steadily, and because if he needs 
them he can get them with little difficulty. 
If he were to buy stocks he would be grati- 
fied by an advance in price, but a decline 
would worry him greatly, especially if he 
had to sell because he needed money. 

No doubt a greater degree of stability 
than they now enjoy can be given to the 
securities of industrial corporations. Judge 
Grosscup’s recipe that the operations of 
upprincipled promoters be restricted and 
‘tthe issue of watered stock prohibited 
through supervision by the national govern- 
ment will do some good, but will not give 
to the securities of those corporations the 
stability of government bonds. 

If there were no promoters, no speculat- 
ors, and no overcapitalization there would 
still be great fluctuations in the selling 
prices of industrials. When panics came 
they would go down. Wheét business was 


down. Occasionally, even if honestly con- 
ducted, some corporations would fail. It is 
difficult to see how their securities can be 
made attractive to many of the cautious 
people who do not think their money is safe 
unless it is put into a honie’ or a savings 
bank. |

PREDICTIONS BY SEASONS. : 

To be able to tell what the weather will 
be tomorrow is a great thing. To be able to 
tell what the weather will be next summer 
is a great magic. It is not so great a magic, 
however, but that the meteorological ¢on- 
gress which meets in England next month 
will diseuss it seriously and hopefully. 

In predicting weather by seasons some 
reliance has been placed on periodicity. In 
the last number of the United States Mcnth- 
ly Weather Review, for instance, a geutiec- 
man from Seattle calls attention to the 
fact that up in his part of the country the 
rainfall has periods of three years. The 
order is: minimum rainfall, maximum rain- 
fall, medium rainfall. This order has main- 
tained itself throngh at least four periods. 
You have your extra dry season, then your 
extra wet season, then your average season. 
And then you repeat ad libitum. 

Periodicity, however, has usually proved 
to be misleading, and meteorologists are 
now much interested in a new radiant en- 
ergy machine. This machine was con- 
structed by Prof. Langley of the Smith- 
Tt measures the varia- 
tions in the radiant energy of the sun, deal- 
ing with rays not included in the ordinary 
spectrum. It is hoped that by careful ob- 
servation of the habits of the sun’s radiant 
energy it may be possible to predict weather 
for longer periods than is now attempted. 

Then shall we see repetitions of that hap- 
py occasion when the first weather man was 
able to predict seven fat years and seven 
lean years, and Egypt prepared itself ac- 
cordingly. 

The meteorological research observatory 
which the United States is building at 
Mount Weather, Va., will give our meteor- 
ologists an opportunity to prosecute the 
idea of seasona! prediction. Up to this time 
the United States government has been in- 
terested in applying the known principles 
of meteorology rather than in extending the 
boundaries of the science by means of orig- 
inal research work. This defect in our sys- 
tem will now be removed and we shall get 
rid of the reproach of being adapters rather 
than investigators. 

The public will not be exacting or impa- 
tient. It will not insist upon having the 
scientists from the new observatory predict 
the weather of five years hence. It will be 
satisfied if those scientists can devise some 
certain way of predicting the weather of to- 
morrow. 


THE CUP IS BACK AGAIN, 

Two years ago this month a Canadian 
yacht called Invader came down to Chicago 
and entered into a speed contest with an 
American yacht called Cadillac. At the end 
of that contest Invader went back to Can- 
ada with a trophy called the Canada cup.

Day before yesterday there happened at 
Toronto an incident which, in the history of 
yachting, will serve to balance the incident 
just mentioned. An American yacht called 
Irondequoit won back the Canada cup by 
defeating a “anadian yacht called Strath- 
cona. Irondequoit comes from the Roch- 
ester Yacht club. The Canada cup will 
therefore remain at Rochester till some 
better boat than Strathcona can come down 
and lift it.

OT often does it happen that a prince 
of one of the. houses of 
Europe is proclaimed insolvent, re- 
duced by decree to the civil condition 
of a minor or of a lunatic, and de- 
prived. as such of all control of the remains 
of his property’ and of the administration of 
his income, which are vested in the hands of 
a guardian or of a trustee. Thea arance 
therefore of a notification in the “ official 
gazettes”’ of St. Petersburg and of Berlin 


> to the effect that Duke Constantine of Olden- 


burg has been placed under “ curatel”’ calls 
for more than passing mention. 

The prince in question belongs to that 
branch of the German sovereign house of 
Oldenburg which for more than. 100 years 
has been established in Russia, the head of 
this branch being Duke Ajexander of Olden- 
burg, commanding the division of the guard 
at St. Petersburg, and whose only son, Duke 
Peter, 
of Russia, the youngest sister of the present 
czar, 

Duke Constantine is an exceedingly jovial 
and sunny tempered man of about 50, who 
ever since his morganatic marriage with the 
Countess Zarkenau has made his home at 
Abboutoman, in the Caucasus, and was one 
of the most intimate friends and associates 
of the ezar’s younger brother, the late Czaro- 
witch George, who, it may be remembered, 
died there, from the rupture of a blood vessel 
some four years ago. One of Duke Constan- 
tine’s daughters is the wife of Prince George 
Yourlevsky, only son of the murdered Em- 
peror Alexander II. by his second and mor- 
ganatic wife, Princes Catherine Dolgorouka. 

Let me addhat the present reigning grand 
duke of Oldenburg, who some time ago was 
obliged to withdraw into the seclusion of a 
sanitarium, in order to recover from the 
effects of “ overwork,’’ in connection with 
his duties as ruler of his small grand duchy, 
has but one frail little 4 year old son, and 
a brother, who is not only a confirmed bach- 
elor but also an invalid. Failing them, his 
throne will pass to the head of the Russian 
branch of his family, Duke Alexander, who is 
German only In name and ancestry, and, at 
his death, to his son, Duke Peter, who, as 
stated above, is married to the sister of Em- 
peror Nicholas. 

This is a possibility which the kaiser does 
not in any way relish. For Muscovite in- 
fluence in Germany always has been hostile 
to his policy, and the close intimacy between 
the reigning grand duke of Hesse and his 
brother-in-law, the czar, which. renders 
Darmstadt today quite as much of a center 
of Russian influence as Schwerin was during 
the lifetime of the late grand duke of Meck- 
lenburg-Schwerin, married to a Romanoff 
wife, has created quite enough difficulties for 
Emperor William to cause him to anticipate 
with anything but satisfaction the conversion 
of Oldenburg into another center of Russian 
influence and political activity in Germany. 


» New Zealand is about.to erect a monument 
to Francis Bacon, popularly known as “ the 
great Lord Bacon,” in recognition of his 
services, not in writing the works of Shaks- 
peare, as some people allege, but for invent- 
ing that method of preserving meat by the 
frozen process to which not only New Zea- 
land but likewise Australia owes so much of 
its prosperity. 

It seems that Sir Francis Bacon not only 
was the pioneer of the meat freezing process, 
but actually brought about his death by his 
enthusiasm in experimenting with the no- 
tion. Driving in Highgate one day, he ‘left 
his carriage to collect some snow with which 
to stuff a fowl by way of noting the effect 
of cold on the preservation of its flesh, In 
doing this he brought on an attack of bron- 
chitis, to which he succumbed in a few days. 

It has taken nearly three centuries for 
the idea to work out to the practical benefit 
of New Zealand, Australia, and the United 
States. But late as it is, the leaders of the 
great frozen meat industry of this country 
might do worse than follow the example of 
New Zealand and erect a statue to the man 
who may not have written Shakspeare’s 
works but who certainly did invent fhe 
method of preserving meat by means of cold. 

Incidentally it may be stated that it is in- 
correct to speak of this philosopher, lawyer, 
statesman, and inventor as ‘*‘ Lord Bacon,” 
even most of his English biographers being 
guilty of this odd mistake. His correct desig- 
nation was “‘ Sir Francis Bacon,” after which 
he. became Lord Verulam, and died as 
Viscount St. Albans. But he was never 
Lord Bacon. | 

How he came to be styled thus was as 
follows. While still a mere knight he was 
appointed to the dignity of lord keeper of the 
great seal, which caused him to be addressed 
as “‘my lord,” although not a peer of the 
realm. Infact he used to be known as “‘ Lord 
Keeper Bacon.” In the following year, on 
his elevation to the woolsack as lord high 
chancellor, he was created a peer of the 
realm as Lord Verulam. Dying without 
issue, his honors became extinct, though the 
descendants of his elder brother still exist, 
the present head of the family being Sir 
Hickman Bacon, the premier baronet of the 
realm, who, Iam sorry to say, claims descent 
from the celebrated Friar Bacon of Robin 
Hood days, which is a refiection on the 
ecclesiastical celibacy of that worthy divine. 
The present Lord Verulam is a Grimston and 
has no connection with the Bacon family.

Few New Books Are Promised by the 
Publishers This FPall—Debate Over the 
Copyright Law Comes Up Once More.

LONDON, Aug. 14.—Somie of the chief pub- 

Ushers have now, begun to publish © their 
autumn lists. So far the absence of new 
books is remarkable, wliile thé number of re- 
prints is extraordinary. 

Methuen’s, one of the most powerful and 
enterprising of the comparatively new houses, 
announces more than 200 reprints, including 
Shakspeare and a complete set of Dumas. 
Tirese reissues are in various styles, ranging 
from the magnificent photographical repro- 
ductions of each of the four folios of Shak- 
speare from perfect copies, down to. the. 
cheapest booklets. 

As it is perfectly certain that these re- 
prints would not be published in such great 
numbers unless there was a demand for them 
and as so few books yet have been an- 
nounced for autumn publishing by modern or 
new authors, it looks as if many people pre- 
fer the old books to new. 

Both thé and publishers over here 
‘sedm beginning to manifest once more their 
discontent over the present state copyright 
law, and- now that the slack season is on 
some writers are making an effort to bring 
what they cal] their grievance against Amer- 
ica before sympathizing members of par- 
liament with a view to having the copy- 
right act revised. They point out that in its 
present state it is all in favor of the Amer- 
icans. It is thought unfair that while the 
American author can secure a copyright in 
England by a mere simultaneous publication 
from stereos, the English author has to get 
his book both set up and printed in America 
to secure a copyright there. 

The effect of the law is that in many cases 
no copyright ts secured in America. One 
angry author, probably a sufferer who failed 
to secure a copyright in America, writes'the 
Daily Mali that piracy is as rampant today 
as ever it was, while Bernard Shaw cries to

In Great Brit- 
ain the food usually on-hand or capable of 
production within the island would feed the 
population for a time variously estimated 
as trom sixty days to six months. *But Col. 
May does not consider this a serious mat- 
ter. An effective blockade of the 2,000 miles 
of British coast would be impossible, even 
if the British fleet were annihilated. A rise 
in the price of foodstuffs would lead neutral 
nations to supply the demand at any risk. 
But to keep the sea an open highway shoul 
be the aim of the British government, and 
indeed it is and. has been. . 


Col. May gives the statistics of the vari- 
ous cable stations, coaling stations, and mil- 
itary and naval hases abroad, Several maps 
illustrate and complete the work. 
While many of the principles of defense 
of paqssessions overseas’ apply equally to our 
insular dependencies, there is one fact to 
which the attention of Americans is par- 
ticularly called. Passage of the Panama 
canal may be blocked as effectually by a 
fleet in control of the sea at either end of 
the canal as by forts along the canal itself.

a history of the United States. It is 
written. by both English and Amer- 
icans, and is more consecutive than’the pre- 
ceding volume. The historical chapters are 


not, as .in the first book, interspersed with . 


biographies, nor has it been necessary to in- 
terrupt the devéloping story of the new 
world with chapters which relate to its in- 
fluence upon otherenations. So cumulative, 
steady, and concentrated has been its growth 
and life that. thé historian has had no more 
concern In dealiag with international events 
than to record the effect of other nations 
upon this young giant of the modern cen- 
turies, to whase existence the rest of the 
world is only now becoming alive. Only now 
are the mighty thews, the arrogant temper. 
the vivid imagination of this yet unclassified 
creature among nations ‘impressing the at- 
tention of the vhole world. _ 

In the chapters dealing with colonization, 
the war for independence, the constitution, 
the commercial growth of the country, the 
civil war, and the tntellectual conflicts pre- 
ceding and folbwing that war, the history ts 
a straightgoinzgone.

day. 
A meeting of the receivers and counsel for 
the Union Traction company’ was held in 
Judge Grosscup’s chambers yesterday, at 
which the program for Tuesday’s meetings 
was discussed. The formal action taken was 
to obtain the sanction of the court to the 
payment of the quarterly dividend to the 
stockholders of the west side road, amount- 
Ing to $150,000, which falls due today. Master 
in Chancery Henry W. Bishop, who is to 
represent the court at the stockholders’ 
meeting on Tuesday, was present, as were 
Receivers Govin and Sampsell, W. W. Gur- 
ley, and J. S. Auerbach, general counsel, and 
John 8S. ‘Miller, special counsel for the com- 
pany. 
Plan of Objecting Stockholders. 
The action to be taken by the objecting 


_ptockholders was thus described during the 


day by the local leader in fighting the re- 
organization plan: | 

_ “A bill for an injunction will be filedl be- 
fore Tuesday, perhaps tomorrow, but prob- 
ably not until Monday, seeking to restrain 
the officers of the two underlying companies 
from perfecting at the stockholders’ meeting 
on Tuesday the changes in the contract rela- 
tions between the Union Traction and the 
West’ and North Chicago Street railway 
companies contemplated in the proposed plan 
of reorganization. 

“As I understand it, the claim of the pro- 
moters of the reorganization plan is thata 
vote of a majority of the stockholders of the 
two underlying companies is sufficient to 
ratify the new agreement. It is contended, on 


- the other hand, that as the new plan con- 


templates a change in tKe contracts it is 
necessary to secure the unanimous consent 
of the stockholders, as each one has a vested 
interest in the contract, which cannot be 
lost without his consent. 


““ There are other matters to be eae aS 


up, particularly the right of the officers of the 
Union Traction company to vote the stock 
of the two underlying companies, which is 
held in trust as security for the payment of 
the guaranteed dividends of the West and 
North Sidegtock.’’ 


Two-Thirds for Reorganization. 

It was estimated at the offices of the Union 
Traction company that 84,000 of the 130,000 
shares of west side_stock and 53,000 of the 
79,000 shares of North Side would be in favor 
of the proposed plan of reorganization at the 
meetings on Tuesday. This, of course, in- 
cludes the trust stock referred to. , 

“It is not exactly determined what posi- 
tion Master in Chancery Bishop will occupy 
at the meetings on Tuesday,’ said an official 
of the Union Traction company in discussing 
the probable effect of attempted legal inter- 
ference. “That some action will be taken 
by minority stockholders seeking to stop the 
reorganization of age companies is to be ex- 
pected.

FIGHT NEARINCOURTAS 
A MAN IS CALLED “THAT.” 


Constable Prevents Repetition of Rough 
and Tumble Struggle When Attor- 
ney Sage Refers to John Krone. 


Cajling a man “that,” an attorney in 
Justice Koehler’s court precipitated a fight 
which was stopped only by the intervention 
of constables. The two men had a rough 
and tumble struggle on Wednesday, and 
needed only the opportunity for another 
fight. 

Attorney Sage, representing the state 
board of pharmacy, was appearing against 
John Krone, a druggist at 73 Clark street, 
charged with selling cocoaine without a 
license.

As Krone sprang forward a court constable 
leaped between the two men, and Attorney 
Elias Mayer, for the defendant, shouted his 
objections to a continuance of the address.

MEET PACKERS’ COMPLAINTS 
BY QUOTING OLD FIRE RATES. 


Underwriters Produce Tariff Sheets of 
1874 to Support Reasonebleness of 
Present Insurance at the Stockyards. 


As a partial answer to the complaints of 
the packers about the heavy increase in 
rates at the stockyards, the Chicago Under- 
writers’ association is circulating a sheet 
giving the rajes in effect on pork houses in 
1874. The basis rates are from $1.50 to $2.25, 
with additional charges of $1 for slaughter- 
ing, as much more for rendering, and $2 
for smoking in a room not entirely cut off. 
These are away ahead of the present rates, 
although then the houses were small, the 
processes were few, and there is no such con- 
gestion of values as now'exists. 

The new schedule imposes a charge on 

packing houses in the north part of the 
yards for inaccessibility, and the packers 
are soliciting the help of the insurance in- 
terests in getting a bridge at Thirty-ninth 
street over the slip, so that engines can get 
in frofh the north. The executive commit- 
tee authorized an investigation yesterday. 
* After today the new rates of the Modern 
Woodmen are in effect so far as new mem- 
bers are concerned. All whos names are 
on the books today wit pay the old rates 
till Jan. 1, when they will go on the in- 
creased basis, but the rate will be based on 
their age at entry and not on attained age. 
All former members reinstated after today 
will pay the rate provided for age at rein- 
statement, 

The new rates run from 50 cents per $1,000 
to $1, the age limit for admission being fixed 
at 45. The rates for the members who en- 
tered before the age limit was reduced runs 
from $1.05 at 46 to $2 at 60. Deep interest is 
being taken as to the effect of the change 
on the membership and its influence on new 
admissions will now be felt.
